Frolicked at the Fair 


Peace Fair - Convincing The Convinced 
To Benefit The Peace Center

Having attended last year’s 
Sacramento Peace Fair, it 
surprised me that there were not 
more people crowding up Sierra 
Blvd. toward the Unitarian 
Church, the site of the Fair, as ! 
approached it last Saturday. Last 
year the crowds were so large so 
early that it was nearly 
impossible to navigate the 
narrow street in an automobile. 
Where have they gone? ! 
wondered, has peace ceased to 
be important to them? 

But the crowds did come, 
gradually filling up the tawn of 
the Church. During former 
Senator Eugene McCarthy's 
speech there was little room left 
for the latecomers who wanted 
to hear him. Once again people, 
interested people, had gathered 
together to speak and hear about 
peace. 

The Peace Fair is a curious 
thing. There are booths from all 
the different organizations 
around town interested in the 
issue of peace, and even from 
some groups concerned with the 
other political issues of the day. 


There are arts and handicrafts 
booths which people pass by 
with the air of disinterested 
interest that comes from having 
been to many other fairs. Unlike 
the Cal Expo variety, however, 
there are no hucksters leaning 
out to grab you as you pass by, 
no one offers you three chances 
at peace for a quarter. Too bad 


The booths have either donated 
the goods they sell, or part of 
their profits, to the Sacramento 
Peace Center, at 1021 R St., 
which derives a large portion of 
its annual income from the Fair 
At least 30% of the price of the 
items sold goes to the Peace 
Center. Some booths sold food, 
and one, perhaps the most 
popular booth of the Fair, sold 
drinks. For thirty cents you 
could get a plastic cup of either 
beer or, red or white wine. It’s 
an interesting concept, “Get 
Drunk for Peace’’, it should have 
been thought of sooner, the 
Peace movement may have 


overlooked what could have 
been a badly needed source of 
steady income. 


There were murmurs of 
discontent in the air, incredulous 
cries of “Thirty cents for a 
dinky cup of Schlitz! You've got 
to be kidding.” Peopie really 
didn’t begrudge them the 
money, though, where else could 
you buy beer and peace at the 
same time? 

There was music at the Fair, 
folk singers Justin Bishop and 
Ken Carter in the main lawn 
area, the Greater Carmichael 
Traveling Street Band playing in 
the Oak grove, and a recorder 
and harpsichord 
performing in the library. The 
music set the tone and added 
continuity to what easily could 
have been a chaotic event 

Music has always been 
asSociated with the Peace 
Movement here and throughout 
the world. It is as though the 
message which those in power

never seem to hear will somehow 
get through when sung. Joshua 
did it to Jericho with trumpets, 
maybe someday the walls of the 
Pentagon will come down to the 
tune of “Give Peace A Chance.” 
Maybe. 


Ira Sandperl, the co-founder of 
the Institute for the study of 
Non-Violence in Palo Alto spoke 
briefly on the subject of 
non-violence then invited 
interested people to meet with 
him in smaller groups. An 
advocate of Ghandian 
philosophy, Sandperi said that 
for more than twenty years he 
has been a “non-violent fighter.” 

When Eugene McCarthy arrived 
he spent about fifteen minutes 
gOing around talking to the 
people who staffed the booths 
and introducing himself to the 
people in the crowd. Watching 
him walk from booth to booth 
he seemed strangely less than 
real, as o almost all 
personalities seen in person for 
the first time. It is one of the 
side effects of television , that 
so magnifies the people it 
presents they seem 
somehow smaller when seen 
through ordinary eyes 

McCarthy spoke to the crowd 
about America’s involvement in 
Vietnam in general, adding only 
briefly a plea for the support of 


George McGovern. Wher he 
called for questions at the end of 
his speech, few were 
forthcoming, and certainly none 
seriously objected to the content 
of his address, that our situation 
in Vietnam is both immoral and 
illegal. Most questions were of 
the “tell us about it, Gene...” 
category. 

Shortly after that I had to 
leave, thus missing the speeches 
of Willie Brown and Anthony 
Russo, yet I had the feeling that 
I might no be missing much 
other than the personalities of 
these men. For me, the Peace 
Fair seemed to be an exercise in 
convincing the convinced, whose 
greater purpose was to benefit 
the Sacramento Peace Center. 

With that end in mind then, if 
you would like to help the Peace 
Center convince the 
unconvinced, their phone 
number is 447-1936.

WR: THE MYSTERIES OF THE 
ORGANISM (Dusan Makevejev) 
The major hit of the 1971 
festival season, this Yugoslavian 
film has been banned in Russia, 
revealed book burning in 
America, hailed as a major 
attack on capitalism, a major 
attack on Stalin and Russian 
heroes, and a call for sexual 
freedom; and it has been 
deplored as middle class 
decadence, sexual anarchy, and 
socialist propaganda. Dusan 
Makevejev is unquestionably the 
most original, inventive, 
free-wheeling film talent in 
Europe today. He most 
resembles Godard in his political 
period, but Makevejev’s films 
move while Godard remains 
almost as static as Andy Warhol. 
This young Yugoslav uses 
fiction, documentary footage, 
scenes from old Russian movies, 
interviews, staged scenes with 
‘‘real” people: anything and 
everything contributes to his 
remarkable collage style. In this 
collage he examines the ideas of 
Wilhelm Reic the need for 
world-wide sexual revolution to 
recharge the sterile socialist 
revolution, the sterility of 
Joseph Stalin and the American 
plaster-casters. Reichian therapy, 








and the concept of the Russian 
working class hero among many 
other things. It is a very funny, 


very serious, very important 
film.

Consider two theoretical 
individuals. One is a_ typical 
consumer, about to make a 


purchase at a department store 
such as Macy’s, and the other is 
a typical student, about to 
register at a public school such 
as Sac State. 
The first individual drives into 
; Macy’s parking lot, immediately 
parks his car, and then enters the 
store. Two minutes later a clerk 
approaches and asks, “Can I 
help you?” The desired 
merchandise is selected, the sale 
is rung up, and the customer 
returns to his car. 

The second individual drives 
into the school parking lot and 
spends a half hour searching for 
a place to park. For this privilege 
he has paid thirteen dollars per 
semester. Upon entering the 
registration area he will stand in 
several lines, climb a small 
mountain of red tape, and pray 
that he gets the classes he came 
for. If everything works out to 


his satisfaction he may 
congratulate himself, because 
acquiring a good class schedule is 
often even a greater victory than 
acquiring good grades. 

How can it be that a gigantic, 
money-hungry institution like 
Macy’s can serve its patrons so 
much more pleasantly than the 
school? 

The difference lies in the 
manner of payment for the 
product rendered. The school is 
paid with your tax money, 
collected by the government. 
Macy’s is paid via the 
transactions of individual private 
citizens. 

To secure an income, Macy’s 
must persuade you to trade your 
money ffor its products. 
However, Big Brother could not 
care less what you think about 
his product-education—because 
he merely takes whatever part of 
your income he deems 
necessary. 

If you do not wish to purchase 
Macy's merchandise you can 


Classes In Sign Language 


A deaf person cannot pick up 
the phone and find out what the 


weather will be like on any given 
day. Listening to the radio is 
impossible, too, when you are 
deaf. Television becomes a 
frustrating experience, and the 
movies are out. The invisible 
shield of silence that surrounds 
the deaf isolates them from the 
world, and often becomes a 
barrier even between them and 
those they love. 

Kenneth Heuser, a registered 
interpreter for the deaf, will 
conduct a beginning course in 


sign language here starting 
Thursday to remedy _ this 
situation. 

Heuser, a dedicated teacher 


with vast experience in this field, 
explained that “students will 
, work at first with simple sign 
utterances, and they will deal 
with basic sentence structure. 
They will be exposed to the deaf 
community via films and 
personal appearances, and they

Since the 
government will no longer 
dictate educational policy 
throughout entire cities or 
states, the individual school 
managers, elected by you, the 
owners, will be able to 
implement their own 
philosophies. The result will be 
diversification.

collection of institutions which 
are all fastened to Big Brother’s 
umbilical chord. 

But what about the dream of a 
free education for all? The 
answer is simple: there is no 
such thing as a free education 
because nothing worthwhile is 
free. Someone has to expend 
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Someone has to pay for it. 

Nevertheless, many people will 
still demand a “free education” 
and they will probably get it-the 
only way they can, by taking the 
necessary money away from 
someone else. The 
rob-Peter-to-pay-Paul systems, 
euphemistically known as 
welfare (for the poor) or 
subsidies (for the rich), were 
perfected long ago, and Big 
Brother will continue using them 
enthusiastically. 

For the poor who do not wish 
to depend upon the financial 
services of the government, a 
credit system can be devised. If 
you, the collective owners of a 
school, feel charitable, you can 
vote to charge tuitions which 
yield a small profit. Then use 
those profits to make interest- 
free loans. Thus a student can 
“learn now and pay later.” 

So the next time you are 
standing in line waiting for the 
school’s bureaucracy to deal 


with you, remember that it does 
not have to be this way.

The first step is to take a 
statement or purpose of the 
suggested petition to the 
Attorney Generals Office, there 
you will pay your $200 filing fee 
(that seems simple enough). At 
this point you're informed that 
if your initiative qualifies your 
$200 will be refunded. If it does 
not your money is gone forever 

The Attorney General's office 
will prepare a title and summary 
for the petition. At this time the 
petition can go into circulation
